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ABSTPACT 

This docunent reports on the success of a drug abuse 
education project after one year of iapleaentation. Three of seven 
objectives were not achieved because the curricnlua guides necessary 
for reaching those objectives were not produced. Significant progress 
was aade on the following objectives: (1) deteraine and aeet 
instructional and educational needs by constructing a list derived 
froa a survey of the school personnel; (2) identify and put into 
operation a plan by which the school will work with coaaunity, civic, 
religious, and fraternal organizations in a prograa of drug abuse 
education; (3) select teachers froa each grade to develop teaching 
aethods, procedures, and written curriculua aaterials; and (ft) hold 
an adult education class which will eaphaeize factual inforaation, 
attitudes, and coaannication aethods. The project engaged in 
disseaination activities of five types, including: (1) intra-district 
coeaunications, (2) aedia disseaination, (3) project presentations, 
(ft) cooperation with other agencies and institutions, and (5) 
requests and visitors. The appendix provides suaaaries of teacher 
training and adult workshops, and of priority ranking instruaents of 
faculty and adainistration. (Author/PC)

I. EVALUATION OF PROJECT OBJECTIVES 
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At the completion of Project Year 01 80% of the 
students participating will Increase their know- 
ledge and understanding of drugs by 80% as 
determined by a pre and post test developed by 
a research consultants 

At the end of Project Year 01 60% of our 2293 
students will develop attitudes and judgments 
necessary to cope with their exposure to drugs 
and the effects of drug abuse. 

By the end of Project Year 01 the level of incidence 
In drug use among the st'idents will be oseasurably 
reduced by a minlmuis of 40% as determined by a 
comparison of local and county law enforcement 
records concerning "hard" dru^ abuse prior to the 
program and at the completion of Project Year 01. 

Objectives 1» 2» and 3 were not achievi./^ because the curriculum 
guides necessary for reaching these object! , s were not produced 
until after the 1972-73 school year (project year 01). In addition, 
the faculty training workshops were not c^.^^leted until April. 

However^ the curriculum will be implei^nted during project year 
02, thus objectives 1, 2, and 3 will hopefully be met by the end 
of the 1973-74 school year. 



OBJECTIVE 4 - During the first six weeks of Project Year 01 the 

instructional and educational needs will be determined 
by constructing a list derived from a survey of the 
school personnel. 

In September of project year 01, a survey of instructional and 
educational needs was conducted among the faculty and administration 
of the De Soto Public, St. Rose of Lima, and Redeemer Lutheran. For 
the most part the results of the survey were used as the format for 
the faculty workshops that began in November of project year 01« 
The summary of the survey is listed in the appendix. 

Twenty hours of drug abuse workstwps wre conducted for faculty 
and staff of the De Soto Public and Parochial schools on two 
successive weekends in November and afterschool sessions in February 
and April. Teachers from neighboring school districts were invited 
to attend as observers. 

The evaluation of the faculty training wrkshops was condtK!ted 
by administering a pre and post inventory, designed to loeasure 
teacher attitudes related to drugs as well as level of teacher know- 
ledge related to drugs. The inventory was developed by Box and 
Cockrlel of the University of Missouri, under the Ausplses of another 
ESEA title ill project «

In keopin/: with t!..- tlu-im that ran throuKhout the workshops that drug 
education l«n t a prohlon that tu-cAs to ho attacked in the home and sr'.ool 
hut one that must ho doalt with hy all levels of societv. a significant 
shift of opinion ahout this Issue was noted. An overwhelming majoritv of 
participants were In favor of either school, parents, or co«Biinitv organ- 
izations playing a role in drug education while a verv slim aiinority dis- 
agreed .!« this helnn their role. As was hoped, the percentage of people 
who were .mdecidod was cut hy 50% meaning that an opinion was formed and 
that learning took place. This finding is consistent with the pro and 
post questionnaire data in general: as a result of the workshops there 
was a significant shift from the "undecided" column with the direction of 
the newly -i-ierging shifts in the positive direction. 

The data supports a helief that indeed a drug ahuse problem exists 
in their schools and coranunitles with the trend toward a greater percentage 
of thns.> Tit^rled at the end of the workshop (75%) feeling that a prohlem 
exists in the rorcnainity as opposed to 69.79% who felt that a problem exists 
in the schools. This is interpreted in light of the fact that the workshop 
brought about a decrease In the percentage (2.68%) of those who felt a drug 
abuse problem exists in the community while there was an increase of 11.75% 
who felt there exists a problem in the schools. While both these results 
reflect a preponderance of agreement that there is a problem in both the 
schools and consnunlties, it is somewhat curious that the workshop brought 
about the changes noted. It occurs to the writer of this evaluation that 
surely a rise in the belief that a problem exists ^n the schools would bring 
about a corresponding rise in the belief that a problem exists in the 
community in that the former is part of the latter. It can be said that the 
workshop narrowed the gap as to where the drug abuse problem actually does 
exist (school as opposed to community) to just over 5 percentage points 
wheras prior to the instrurtion given 19.64% more people thought the problem 
seemed to he a realization that drug abuse Is a pervasive problem that can 
extend into any segment of American life rather than being isolated to the 
alleyways of the community. 

The pre and post test data further suggested that almost 50% of those 
who believed at the beginning of the workshops that young people experiment 
with drugs because they were poorly informed came to see drug experimentation 
as some other artifact i.e., escape from boredom, curiosity, pleasure seeking. 
There was a corresponding belief that proper education will not. In Itself, 
bring about a reduction of the drug abuse problem. There was a rather 
dramatic shift in the reliance that the partlclpanta were willing to place 
on education as the whole answer. It was sug^sted during the course of 
the sessions that in addition to education one of the best wiys to control 
drugs is to deal with psychological, social, and economic faults that 
may cause people to resort to drugs in the first place: this could account 
for the shift in total reliance on education and information as the key to 
controlling the problem. 

In relation to the issue of whether education can be an effective com- 
ponent of reducing drug abuse, 94.79% of those polled In the post test 
believed that young people do indeed have a right to adequate public instruction 
with regard to drugs and 100% of those who disagreed with this dictum recanted 
at the end of the training period. 
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OBJECTIVE 5 - Tn i.'.nrify .,m! put Mto oporatfon hv the end of Prtvlcct 
Vt';ir 01 the p\.m hv which tUo rtchcol will work with 
conimunlty, civic, religious, .iml fraternal organizatlrns 
in a program of drug ahiiso prt'ventlon and ediiCAtion. 

A Community Advisory Comitteo fcr the drug abuse prevention pro^.n-t 
was formed during proiect year 01. The coimittee Is made up of t^^enlv- 
one men^bers, representative^ of a good cross section of the communitv, 
inciudln]^ students and minority groups. 

The consnittee serves as a soundinR board fcr communltv awareness ard 
reaction to the project and offers suggestions and advice accordingly. 

The ronnnittee held five regular nicetlngs during the project year 
and several suh-committee meetings. 

During project year, the committee evolved from a purely advisory 
group to one of advice and Involvement. The group successfuily promoted 

Operation CONDEMN, ' a program for ridding medicine cabinets of unnecessary 
medicines. About $4,000.00 worth of outdated drugs and medicines were 
turned in by area residents. The committee also sponsored a visit to the 
junior and senior high schools by the Missouri Division of Mental Health's 
new Alcohol and Drug Abuse Mobile Unit. 

OBJECTIVE 6 - During Prolect Year 01 fifteen (15) selected teachers, 

representative of each grade level will develop teaching 
methods, procedures, and written curriculum materials for 
drug education and prevention. 

Fifteen re.-jchers began a drug abuse prevention curriculum writing 
prolect on Saturdays in April and May. and daily during the month of June. 
A curriculum consultant and eight students were present and involved in 
a substantial number of the sessions. 

The curriculum guides were produced in three volumes: 

Secondary Level 

(7-12) 132 pp. 

Intermediate Level 

(4-fi) 185 pp. 

Primary Level 

(K-3) 168 pp. 

The curriculum guides incorporates the values systems, valuing skills, 
and decision-making together with the imparting of accurate drug Information. 

OBJECTIVE 7 - During the second semester of Project Year 01 aa adult 
education class consisting of a alniaum of 20 adults 
(unlimited enrollment) will be held which will emphasize 
factual Information, attitudes, and comounlcatlon TOthods. 

Twenty hours of drug abuse workshops for adults and paints beg«i 
In February of project year 01. Ten successive two hour sessions were held 
on Monday evenings. The same basic training format aa that employed for 
faculty and staff was utilized, however, TOre emphasis was placed on the 
role of the parent. The average attendance for all ten sessioas was about 
60. 

The same Instrument used to collect data froo teachers on the knowledge 
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ffild attitude variables was used to evaluate the project's adult training 
0_ program. 



Tho adult i»r coutmunitv Kt' iip, ■litordlnj' to the d^ita yielded by using 
a prt? and post test quuHt ionnai re, dosu^nstrated a degree of change, in tennM 
of knowledge jbout drugs and their attitude about drug abuse, that was n good 
deal more dramatic than that of the school personnel. While the school 
personnel tended to make *"ather subtle shifts In attitudes and knowledge, 
over of the adult ^ruup shHted their position on the continuuin from 
undt-cidHd to a r.itin>; that i-l.;arly demonstrates that real gains in know- 
led^f ocvured .^nt! that attitudes were formed that reflect the goals and 
object ives of the workshop. 

tin many key Items, partlc 'arly those that related to factual information, 
th.Tc were shifts in answers 00% which means that such a degree of learning 
took place that the post test ^iwers were directly opposite those given in the 
pre test. This more highly significant degree of change may be an artifact 
of tlic- adult «roup coming to the training with beliefs and opinions about drug 
afausf that were more inaccurate and open to myths than those of the teacher 
group who have, as a group, faoci exposed somewhat to more objective, factual 
data. 

Whether or not this is the case, the post test data on the adult group 
certainly indicate that those participants are now feeling a good deal more 
enlightened about drug abuse and consequently are nwre able to Intelligently 
discuss It with their children and better understand many of the facts and 
issues that eluded them prior to the workshop.
